The result of the Frenchm an's ob­ 
servation mission was successful. He 
discovered not only German re-inforce- 
m eats headed for the front, but he also 
caused the long ammunition trains to

scurrying to cover. 
This achievement was related with 
pride by Neilsen. who also admitted 
with some 
em barrassm ent 
that 
he 
■‘ducked" when German anti-aircraft 
shells were bursting about him in the 
air. 
"As if that would have done any 
good," added Neilsen, as he recalled 
that had one of the 
German 
shells | 
found its mark ail would have been 
■flowers" with him and his compan­ 
ion.

by his superiors.

A railroad of 
40 miles to the tropical jungle on the 
east side of the mountain would give 
access to every necessity and luxury. 
From La Paz the last lap of the 
journey by narrow gauge to Oruro 
was undertaken. 
It is a mining and 
railroad center with an altitude of 
12,500 feet, 40,000 population and un­ 
surpassed for poverty and filth, phys­ 
ical and moral. 
Mr. Lee spent Christ­ 
mas day in Oruro. 
Borne 
barley 
and 
potatoes 
are 
raised, some sheep, goats and llamas 
and an occasional cow and hog. Th# 
last lap of the narrow gauge reached 
Arque on the Atlantic plane. 
It is 
the 
most 
unsurpassable 
mountain 
scenery in the world. 
From here is 
made a decent 
to 8000 
feet where 
tropical fruits, deciduous and citrus 
are grown. 
While from an altitude of 11,000 to 
8.000 there is not 5 acres of level 
land, it is all cultivated by the In­ 
dians even the hilsides are all worked. 
Tools of agriculture are very prim­ 
itive. 
The original wooden pointed 
plow drawn by oxen is used. 
They 
raise corn, barley and potatoes. There 
are many sheep, goats and llamas and 
occasionally caws and hogs. 
46 Mile# By Mule. 
The journey of 46 miles from here 
to 
San Pedro 
was by pack mules 
through a river bed much of the dist­ 
ance. 
It is inaccessible in the rainy 
season. 
Around San Pedro are 22 distinct 
varieties of potatoes, some with a 
bright pink skin. some a dark purple, 
soiqe varigated but most all white 
meat, some yellow meat, and the same 
flavor. 
Potatoes grow wild in the moun­ 
tains and are edible and /b o u t like 
those cultivated. 
v 
Another tuber used for food and 
new to us la the Ocas, a variety of the 
Oxalis. 
A native grain is Quinoa—a 
very nourishing food. 
A mountain sickness which effects 
every one more or less after reaching 
8.000 feet is called Soroche. 
Some 
are extremely ill for days. 
Reaching San Pedro Mr. Lee spent 
three weeks with his daughter. 
She 
has a school of 20 girls who range la 
years from 12 to 29 and nave gradu 
ated from thenative school which is 
about our third grade. 
There are 
seventeen missionaries 
at this mis 
sion center. 
A doctor in La Paz was 
asked the effect of the climate on 
white people 
and said 
lf they re­ 
mained at this altitude without vaca­ 
tion it shortened their lives 25 per 
cent but with 2 to 4 weeks rest at the 
seashore it would he lessened ten per 
cent. 
Returning to the coast the trip was 
made via Lake Tlticaca which is the 
largest lake In the world at an alt! 
tude of 12,000 feet. It took all night 
to sail across it. 
Again going by rail 
a distance of 40 miles was traveled at 
an altitude of 14.*00 fe e t The coast 
was reached at MoUeudo, Peru, from 
which Mr. Lee sailed for San Fran­ 
cisco.
